JIGSAW will went to do little in connection with planning or 
allocating such assignments.

1» Giving appropriate notification to ether intelligence 
agencies concerning eueh projects, to aw'd duplica- 
tion when possible; 

2» Encouraging the keeping of master copies showing 
sources used, when the deparfaasatai assignment does 
not call for footnotes or sources; 

3 a listing gaps found in the source material >, at the 
end of the project, in order that steps t ♦ fill these 
gaps may be taken*
